1. The Commission has before it Notices ofProposed Rule Making, specified below, setting forth
13 separate proposals to allot a FM channel to a specific community. Each petitioner filed comments in
support of its proposal reaffinning its intention to apply for the specified channel, if allotted. Each proposal
complies with all Commission technical requirements and we continue to believe that each proposal would
serve the public interest. Accordingly, we adopt each proposal as originally proposed. These are as follows:

A. MM Docket No. 01-198. RM-I0213j 16 FCC Rcd 15801 (2001)

Action: At the request of Katherine Pyeatt, we are allotting Channel 277C3 at Junction, Texas, as the
community's second local FM transmission service.'

Coordinates: The reference coordinates for Channel 277C3 at Junction are 30-22-51 North Latitude and
99-47-59 West Longitude.

Additional Information: This allotment requires a site restriction of 12.3 kilometers (7.6 miles) south to
avoid shon-spacings to the licensed sites of Station KKCN(FM), Channel 276CI, Ballinger, Texas, and
Station KEEP(FM), Channel 276A, Bandera, Texas. Although concurrence has been requested for
Channel 277C3 at Junction, notification has not been received. If a construction permit is granted prior
to the receipt of formal concurrence in the allotment by the Mexican government, the construction pennit
will include the following condition: "Operation with the facilities specified for Junction herein is
subject to modification, suspension or, termination without right to hearing, if found by the Commission
to be necessary in order to conform to the 1992 USA-Mexico FM Broadcast Agreement."
